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PREFACE. 


The  object  of  this  ‘ Introduction  to  the  English  Exhibit  ’ relating 
to  ‘ Charities  and  Correction  ’ is  to  guide  those  who  may  wish  for 
information  in  regard  to  any  special  class  of  institution. 

1.  The  books,  reports,  plans,  &e.,  are  grouped  according  to 
divisions. 

2.  The  divisions  are  arranged  partly  in  accordance  with  the 
‘ Instructions  for  preparing  Exhibits,’  partly  in  accordance  with  the 
classification  adopted  in  the  ‘ Charities  Register  and  Digest 
(No.  159),’  published  by  the  London  Charity  Organisation  Society, 
though  in  some  instances,  owing  to  an  alteration  in  the  method  of 
classification,  the  reports  have  been  placed  in  a division  to  which 
they  do  not  seem  quite  appropriate.  In  these  instances  cross 
references  are  given.  The  number  of  the  reports  of  institutions 
which  are  exhibited  might  have  been  largely  increased  ; but  some 
selection  had  to  be  made.  Entries  in  regard  to  institutions  whose 
reports  are  not  included  in  the  exhibit  will  be  found  in  the  Register. 

3.  References  are  also  given  to  the  large  charts  which  are  set 
up  in  the  standards  which  contain  statistical  information ; and 
diagrams  in  supplementation  of  these  charts  are  published  at  the 
end  of  this  Introduction. 

Chart  No.  1 gives  some  general  information  in  regard  to  the 
control  of  various  classes  of  public  and  other  institutions  in 
England  and  Wales,  and  the  sources  from  which  are  drawn  the 
funds  for  their  maintenance.  Similar  charts  for  Scotland  and 
Ireland  are  not  given.  It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  types 
of  institution  and  the  methods  of  maintaining  them  are  ap- 
proximately the  same  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.  In  the 
other  charts  information  is  given  in  regard  to  each  country. 

Notes  in  regard  to  Poor  Law  relief  will  be  found  on  pp.  32-37, 
though  Poor  Law  institutions  are  entered  according  to  the  division 
in  which  they  seemed  appropriate. 

Those  who  desire  information  in  regard  to  the  older  Charities 
of  London  will  find  much  of  interest  in  Highmore’s  ‘ Charities  in 
and  near  London  ’ (1810  and  1822)  (Vols.  367  and  368).

NOTES. 

1 . — Insanity. 

The  law  regarding  lunatics  was  consolidated  by  a Statute  passed 
in  1890,  and  amended  in  1891  (Nos.  278,  279). 

The  supervision  of  institutions  for  lunatics,  idiots,  and  imbeciles 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Lunacy  Commissioners.  They  consist  of 
a chairman,  one  unpaid  Commissioner,  and  six  paid  Commissioners, 
of  whom  three  are  legal  and  three  medical.  Each  asylum  is  in- 
spected annually  by  two  or  more  Commissioners;  each  licensed 
house  six  times  a year,  or,  if  not  within  the  immediate  jurisdiction 
of  the  Commissioners,  twice  a year;  each  licensed  hospital  once 
a year.  The  Commissioners  also  visit  lunatics,  idiots,  and  imbeciles 
in  workhouses,  and  unlicensed  houses  they  visit  once  at  least 
in  the  year.  They  publish  an  annual  report  (No.  1). 

There  are  similar  Commissioners  for  Scotland  and  Ireland.  (See, 
for  their  reports,  Nos.  285  and  286.) 

The  local  control  is  vested  in  the  case  of  (1)  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  in  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  County  or  Town  Council. 
They  have  to  visit  once  at  least  in  every  two  months.  (2)  Licensed

houses  are  visited  by  visitors,  consisting  of  three  or  more  J ustices 
and  one  or  more  medical  practitioners,  appointed  by  the  Justices  of 
the  County  or  Quarter  Sessions  Borough  They  have  to  visit  at 
least  six  times  a year.  (3)  Further,  institutions  in  which  pauper 
lunatics  are  placed  are  visited  by  a medical  practitioner  appointed 
by  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  of  the  Union  from  which  they  have 
been  sent,  or  by  some  of  the  Guardians  themselves.  Pauper 
lunatics  who  are  not  in  an  institution  are  visited  by  the  medical 
officer  of  the  Union  once  a quarter.  And  lunatics  who  are  in  a 
workhouse  must  be  visited  once  a quarter  by  the  medical  officer 
of  the  workhouse. 

Lunatics  may  be  detained  in  six  ways,  which  entail  expenditure 
from  several  different  sources.  They  may  be  placed  (1)  in  County 
or  Borough  Asylums.  By  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888,  instead 
of  grants  in  aid  of  local  purposes  being  made  from  the  Exchequer, 
it  was  arranged  that  the  counties  and  ‘ county  boroughs  ’ should 
receive  the  proceeds  of  duties  on  local  taxation  licences  (licences  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  on  and  off  the  premises,  <kc.  &c.),  and 
a grant  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Probate  Duty.  They  were  in 
return  to  make  various  payments  to  meet  local  needs.  Amongst 
these  are  payments  for  the  maintenance  of  pauper  lunatics,  at  the 
rate  of  4s.  a head  per  week,  when  the  cost  of  such  lunatics  is  equal 
to  or  exceeds  that  sum.  The  difference  over  and  above  the  4s.  is 
made  good  from  the  rates.  The  counties  and  boroughs  of  a certain 
population  are  empowered  to  provide,  maintain,  enlarge,  and  visit 
asylums  for  pauper  lunatics.  Lunatics  other  than  pauper  lunatics 
can  be  received  into  County  and  Borough  Asylums  on  payment,  if 
there  is  room.  (2)  Lunatics  may  also  be  placed  in  licensed  houses. 
These  are  institutions  carried  on  for  private  profit.  (3)  Or  they 
may  be  placed  in  Registered  Hospitals.  These  are  all,  or  almost  all, 
supported  by  charitable  endowments  plus  payments  for  patients. 

(4)  They  may  be  kept  temporarily — under  observation — in  special 
wards  of  workhouses,  or  they  may  be  retained  in  them,  if  harmless. 

(5)  They  may  be  placed  under  the  care  of  relations,  or  (6)  in  un- 
licensed houses  carried  on  for  private  profit.  In  this  case  not  more 
than  one  patient  can  be  received  in  the  house. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  lunatics  is  noted  in  the  reports 
of  the  several  Boards  of  Commissioners.  Table  I.  shows  the  in- 
crease in  England  and  Wales.  The  report  of  the  English  Commis- 
sioners gives  the  distribution  of  private,  pauper,  and  criminal 
lunatics  in  the  various  institutions,  or  residing  with  relatives  or 
others.  As  Chart  No.  II.  shows,  in  Scotland  a very  small  proportion 
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of  the  lunatics  are  other  than  ‘ pauper  lunatics.’  The  Irish  report 
gives  a table  of  Causes  of  Lunacy.  All  three  reports  contain  sug- 
gestions and  criticisms.  References  bearing  on  lunacy  in  the  Local 
Government  and  other  reports  are  given  above. 

2. — Inebriety. 

The  Habitual  Drunkards  Act  1879  (No.  281),  permits  the 
establishment  of  ‘ Retreats  ’ for  Inebriates.  The  retreats  are  under 
inspection  ; admission  to  them  is  voluntary  or  by  declaration  before 
two  Justices.  There  are  20  retreats.  [See  No.  283,  the  Report  of 
the  Inspector.)  Special  attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  work  of  the 
Dalrymple  and  other  homes  (No.  9).  See  also  Introduction  to 
Charities  Register,  p.  xlii.  See  Reports  of  the  Society  for  the  Cure  of 
Inebriety  (Nos.  7 and  8),  No.  262,  the  Report  of  the  United  Kingdom 
Alliance  for  the  Suppression  of  Intoxicating  Liquors,  and  No.  382a, 
the  Report  of  the  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society. 

3. — Idiocy  and  Imbecility. 

The  admission  of  idiots  to  suitable  institutions  is  now  facilitated 
by  the  Idiots  Act,  1886  (No.  277).  Cf.  Introduction  to  Charities 
Register,  p.  cxi.  (No.  159).  Institutions  for  the  Care  of  Idiots  and  Im- 
beciles are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lunacy  Commissioners.  They 
are  chiefly  charitable  institutions,  supported  by  payments  for  patients 
and  voluntary  contributions,  and  in  most  instances  admission  may  be 
obtained  by  votes  of  the  supporters.  (Cf.  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  the  reports 
of  some  of  the  leading  institutions.)  The  training  and  education 
of  idiots  and  imbeciles  is  dealt  with  at  length  in  the  Report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Idiots  and 
Imbeciles,  &c.  (No.  284).  The  student  will  find  this  an  important 
general  contribution  to  the  literature  of  the  subject  in  England. 
Special  attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  Royal  Albert  Asylum, 
Lancaster  (Dr.  G.  E.  Shuttleworth),  and  to  the  Earlswood  Asylum. 

The  Metropolis  has  the  advantage  of  special  rate-supported  insti- 
tutions for  the  care  of  idiots  and  imbeciles.  These  are  placed 
under  the  charge  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board,  a body 
consisting  of  representatives  of  Metropolitan  Boards  of  Guardians 
and  others  [see  No.  391,  Special  Exhibit). 

4 . — Feeble-mindedness. 

To  this  class  attention  has  recently  been  paid  in  England  ( see 
Report  of  Royal  Commission  on  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  drc.)  owing 
both  to  the  desire  of  charitable  persons  to  have  some  better  provision 
for  them,  and  to  the  investigations  into  the  condition  of  children, 
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conducted  by  Dr.  Francis  Warner  and  others.  Two  reports  of  a 
Special  Committee  of  the  Charity  Organisation  Society  contain  the 
most  recent  particulars,  a tabular  report  containing  results  of  an 
investigation  of  50,000  children  (No.  280),  and  a general  report 
(No.  26).  Besides  these  are  reports  of  one  of  the  Homes  for  Back- 
ward and  Deficient  Girls  (No.  82)  and  a collection  of  papers  by 
Dr.  Francis  Warner  (No.  291a). 

5 . — Epilepsy. 

Epileptics  in  England  are  now  usually  maintained  in  wards  of 
the  workhouses,  unless  they  can  be  privately  supported.  Suitable 
provision  for  them  is  greatly  wanted.  No.  292  is  the  just  published 
report  of  a Special  Committee  of  the  Charity  Organisation  Society 
on  the  subject.  Three  voluntary  institutions  have  recently  been 
established : a Home  at  Maghull,  near  Liverpool  (see  No.  290), 
the  Meath  Home  for  Women  ( see  No.  6),  and  the  National 
Association  for  providing  Employment  for  Epileptics  ( see  No.  287). 
There  is  every  probability  that  a ‘ colony  ’ for  epileptics  will 
shortly  be  opened  in  England. 

6. — Blindness  and  Deaf  mutism. 

For  institutions  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  blind  and 
deaf  and  dumb,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  report  of  the  Royal 
Commission  already  quoted  (No.  284).  By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Wm. 
Harris,  of  Leicester,  a series  of  valuable  publications  in  regard  to  the 
blind  is  exhibited.  ( See  pp.  47  and  48.)  It  contains  a copy  of  the 
Gospel  according  to  St.  John  (1837),  which,  it  is  believed,  was  the 
first  book  printed  for  the  blind  in  England,  and  engravings  of  the 
last  century  of  blind  persons  engaged  in  printing,  list-slipper  making, 
&c.  It  contains  also  many  recent  publications  of  interest,  e.g.  the 
Report  of  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Scottish  Out-door  Blind 
Teachers’  Union,  &c.,  &c.  Reports  of  the  chief  institutions  are 
exhibited.  As  to  general  information  of  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb, 
powers  of  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  to  provide  for  them,  &c.,  see 
pp.  clxxxv  and  clxxxviii  of  Introduction  to  Register,  No.  159. 

7. — Crippling  and  Deformity . 

A group  of  reports  for  this  class  will  be  found  (Nos.  293-297); 
and  in  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  re  Epileptics,  Crippled 
and  Deformed  (No.  292),  there  is  a statement  of  the  resources 
available  for  them,  with  suggestions  and  proposals.  The  homes, 
though  few  in  number,  in  one  way  or  another  deal  with  the  crippled 
child  at  each  stage  in  his  life. 
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8. — Incurables  ( Child,  and  Adult). 

Many  incurable  cases  are  in  the  Poor  Law  infirmaries  or  sick 
asylums.  But  there  are  some  charities  for  their  care  (Nos. 
23,  24),  especially  when  constant  medical  treatment  is  necessary. 
The  reports  of  the  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association  (No.  42), 
Cheyne  Hospital  for  Children  (No.  25),  with  plans,  will,  amongst 
others,  be  found  of  interest  from  this  point  of  view.

NOTES. 

The  sick  are  provided  for  (1)  in  Poor  Law  infirmaries,  or  sick 
asylums,  or  in  the  sick  wards  of  workhouses;  (2)  at  Poor  Law 
dispensaries  or  by  medical  outdoor  relief  ; (3)  in  infectious  hospitals  ; 
(4)  in  voluntary  or  endowed  hospitals ; (5)  at  dispensaries  free  or 
provident ; and  (6)  at  home  by  medical  advice  and  assistance  coupled 
with  district  nursing. 

On  the  whole  question  of  the  Poor  Law  infirmaries,  hospitals, 
&c.,  as  they  affect  the  Metropolis,  reference  should  be  made  to  the 
Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  (No.  27),  and 
to  the  Memorandum  (No.  28).  With  regard  to  the  country  at  large, 
reference  should  be  made  to  Mr.  Burdett’s  Annual  (No.  64),  and  to 
the  Chart  No.  7,  which  is  based  upon  it. 

1. — Poor  Law  Infirmaries , <kc. 

The  newer  Poor  Law  infirmaries  (cf.  Nos.  92  and  94)  are  large,  well- 
equipped  hospitals.  Admission  is  obtained  with  comparative  ease, 
and  the  indoor  pauperism  in  London  and  in  some  other  towns  is  in 
part  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  numerous  and  constant  admissions 
to  them.  For  plans  of  infirmaries  sent  by  Unions  see  p.  29. 

2. — Poor  Law  Dispensaries. 

As  to  Poor  Law  dispensaries  and  outdoor  medical  relief  in  the 
Metropolis,  see  Local  Government  Board  Report,  p.  lxxxvii,  No.  90. 
Cf.  No.  102. 

3. — Infectious  Hospitals. 

Infectious  hospitals  are  established  in  London  by  the  Metro- 
politan Asylums  Board  (see  Exhibit  No.  391  and  map  of  London 
showing  position  of  hospitals),  and  elsewhere  by  the  urban  or  rural 
sanitary  authorities.  With  some  exceptions  the  urban  authority  is 
the  Town  Council,  the  rural  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  the  Union. 

Plans  of  these  hospitals  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  1880-81. 

4. — Hospitals,  Voluntary  and  Endoioed. 

Side  by  side  with  the  Poor  Law  system  of  infirmaries  are  the 
voluntary  hospitals.  They  deal,  generally  speaking,  with  the  more 
serious  cases,  operation  cases,  &c.,  which  are  later  on,  if  chronic,  to  be 
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found  in  the  Poor  Law  infirmaries.  They  treat  also  a very  large 
number  of  out-patients. 

Boards  of  Guardians  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  contribute  to  hospitals  or  pay  for  patients  in  them.  ( See 
Introduction  to  Register,  p.  lxxxi.) 

For  the  support  of  the  hospitals  in  many  towns  are  Hospital 
Sunday  and  Saturday  collections.  (See  Nos.  37  and  299.) 

For  plans  and  photographs  of  hospitals,  see  the  plans  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Derby,  Cancer  Hospital,  &c. 

For  paying  patients  there  are  the  Home  Hospital  ( see  No.  G3)  and 
some  other  institutions. 

5 . — D ispensaries. 

The  dispensary  was  first  established  in  the  last  century  as  a kind 
of  out-patient  department,  detached  from  the  hospital.  It  usually 
provided  for  the  poor  in  a specified  area  and  on  the  plan  of  home 
visitation.  Of  late,  comparatively  few  dispensaries  have  been 
established,  for  the  out-patient  department  to  a large  extent  takes 
their  place.  The  Westminster  General  Dispensary  (No.  48)  is  a 
very  good  instance  of  an  old-established  dispensary.  Others  are 
mentioned  in  the  Digest. 

6. — The  Provident  Dispensary. 

The  provident  dispensary  ( see  the  report  of  the  London  Associa- 
tion, No.  47,  and  reports  of  some  well-established  provident  dis- 
pensaries elsewhere,  Nos.  311,  312,  313)  was  instituted  early  in  the 
century  to  provide  a means  by  which  the  patients  should  pay  the 
whole  or  a large  part  of  the  cost  of  their  treatment.  Usually  the 
cost  of  the  building  is  met  from  charitable  funds,  and  the  bulk  of 
the  contributions  from  members  is  divided  amongst  the  medical  men 
attached  to  the  dispensary. 

Generally,  as  to  some  debatable  questions  of  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary administration,  see  Nos.  188  to  194. 

7 .  — A mbulances. 

Ambulances  in  London  are  provided  by  the  Metropolitan 
Asylums  Board  ( see  No.  391  and  map  showing  Hospital  and  Ambu- 
lance Organisation  of  London)  and  by  vestries  or  district  boards  (as 
local  sanitary  authorities)  in  connection  with  the  infectious  hospitals. 
They  are  provided  also  by  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association 
( see  No.  41),  and  in  London  by  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund. 

8. — Surgical  Appliances. 

Surgical  appliances  may  be  provided  by  the  order  of  the  Medical 
Officer  to  Boards  of  Guardians  or,  also  in  London,  at  Poor  Law  dis- 
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pensaries.  They  are  also  usually  provided  by  the  hospitals  to  in- 
patients and  sometimes  to  out-patients.  There  are  also  special 
societies  in  the  Metropolis  for  them  provision — e.g.  the  Surgical  Aid 
Society,  a department  of  the  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  <tc.  &c.  In 
London  surgical  apparatus  is  also  provided,  after  inquiry,  by  the 
Charity  Organisation  Society  on  the  recommendation  of  surgeons  on 
the  staff  of  hospitals  ( see  Nos.  161,  314,  315). 

9. — Nursing. 

Besides  the  staffs  of  nurses  at  hospitals  (as  to  which  see,  for  the 
Metropolis,  the  Lords’  Committee’s  Report,  No.  27),  there  are  associa- 
tions for  the  supply  of  trained  nurses  (cf.  Nos.  44  and  45),  and 
especially  for  their  supply  in  Poor  Law  infirmaries  (No.  43  and  No. 
95),  where  they  are  now  being  generally  introduced.  Owing  greatly  to 
the  impetus  given  to  nursing  generally  by  Miss  Florence  Nightingale 
(see  No.  325),  and  in  Liverpool  especially  by  Mr.  W.  Rathboue,  M.P. 
(see  Nos.  323,  324,  327),  a system  of  District  Nurses  is  being  widely 
established  in  connection  with  associations  (see  Report  of  the  Metro- 
politan and  National  Nursing  Association,  No.  45)  or  in  connection 
with  parishes  or  missions.  In  regard  to  these  reference  should  be 
made  to  the  reports  of  the  Bible  Women’s  and  Nurses’  Society,  and 
the  Parochial  Mission  Women  (Nos.  133  and  269).  A collection  of 
papers  (No.  46)  will  be  found  of  interest  in  relation  to  District 
Nursing  generally. 

Two  institutions  provide  pensions  for  nurses.  ( See  The  Royal 
Jubilee  Pension  Fund  for  Nurses,  and  the  National  Pension  Fund  for 
Nurses,  No.  326.) 

1 0. — Convalescence. 

Until  twenty  years  ago  Convalescent  Homes  at  the  seaside  and 
in  healthy  inland  localities  were  comparatively  few.  Since  that  time 
they  have  increased  rapidly.  In  1890  there  were  upwards  of  260, 
varying  in  size  from  cottages  to  institutions  with  300  beds.  Admis- 
sion is  obtained  either  by  payment,  ranging  from  5s.  to  12s.  6d.  a 
week,  or  by  a subscriber’s  letter  with  or  without  payment.  The 
exhibit  (Nos.  50  to  62)  contains  reports  of  a fair  sample  of  these 
homes,  though  many  might  be  added  to  the  number.  An  almost 
complete  list  will  be  found  in  the  Convalescent  section  of  the 
Charities  Register,  separately  published  (No.  159).

NOTES. 

1. — Work  Outside  Institutions. 

The  assistance  of  children  takes  several  special  forms.  One  is 
the  provision  of  ‘country  holidays’  (see  No.  49),  another  is  the 
provision  of  school  dinners  (No.  127),  another  is  aid  in  recreation 
(No.  338),  another  is  prevention  of  cruelty  (Nos.  264,  339).  The 
principal  clauses  of  the  Act  (1889)  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
and  Protection  of  Children  will  be  found  in  the  introduction  to  the 
Charities  Register  (No.  160),  p.  lxxv.  Besides  reports  of  societies 
for  the  above  purposes,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  report  of  the 
Ragged  School  Union  (No.  132),  and  on  the  question  of  children’s 
dinners  and  the  better  way  of  assisting  school  children,  to  Nos.  167, 
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168,  and  169.  Italian  children,  need  for  purposes  of  mendicancy, 
are  reported  on  in  No.  182.  For  children’s  thrift,  see  Nos.  196  and 
383,  and  the  exhibit  of  the  School  Board  for  London. 

2. — The  Placing  Out  of  Dependent  Children. 

The  whole  subject  of  boarding-out  is  dealt  with  by  Miss  Davenport 
Hill  in  No.  352.  Mr.  Aveling  deals  with  legal  provisions  for 
boarding-out  in  England  in  No.  105,  as  well  as  with  legislation 
for  the  protection  of  children  and  infant  life.  References  to  it  will 
be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  No.  90, 
and  in  that  of  the  Board  of  Supervision  for  Scotland.  There 
4,883  children  in  receipt  of  poor  relief  are  boarded-out.  The 
provisions  for  the  apprenticeship  of  children  by  the  Poor  Law 
Guardians  will  be  found  in  No.  160,  p.  lxxi.  For  the  advancement 
of  boarding-out  there  is  an  Association  (No.  119);  and  there  are 
many  Boarding-out  Committees  ( see  No.  159). 

3. — Institutions  ( not  of  a Punitive  or  Correctional  Character). 

Creches  in  England  are  comparatively  few.  Children  are 
admitted  to  the  public  elementary  schools  at  three.  The  Foundling 
Hospital  represents  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  charitable-social 
movements  of  the  last  century.  The  incidents  of  its  earlier  history 
will  be  found  in  No.  85.  Another  society,  a very  useful  foundation 
of  the  last  century,  is  the  Marine  Society,  for  aiding  boys  to  go  to 
sea  (No.  334).  There  are  also  in  London  old-established  societies 
for  children  whose  parents  have  come  from  certain  English  counties. 
( See  Nos.  69  and  134,  the  Reports  of  the  Somersetshire  and  the 
Yorkshire  Society.)  Orphanages  and  homes  for  children  are 
numerous.  As  typical  in  different  ways  may  be  mentioned  the 
Orphan  Working  School  (No.  86),  which  dates  from  1758  ; the 
Royal  Albert  Orphan  Asylum  (No.  70);  the  National  Refuges 
(No.  331);  the  Children’s  Home  (No.  333) ; and  the  New  Orphan 
Houses  (No.  337);  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Institutions  (No.  332),  and  the 
Church  of  England  Homes  for  Waifs  and  Strays  (No.  80).  (See 
also  No.  77,  the  Report  of  the  School  of  Handicrafts.)  Another 
group  of  institutions  for  the  aid  of  children  is  the  Manchester  and 
Salford  Boys’  and  Girls’  Refuges  and  Children’s  Aid  Society  (No.  74). 
This,  like  some  other  societies,  has  a training-ship  ( see  also  Nos.  331, 
334,  335). 

Large  provision  for  the  care  and  education  of  children  is  made  by 
the  Poor  Law.  There  are  (1)  district  or  separate  schools,  (2)  training- 
ships  ; and  where  the  children  are  lodged  in  a building  attached  to 
the  Poor  Law  institutions  of  the  Union,  the  workhouse  and  its  sick 
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wards  or  infirmary,  the  children  as  a rule  attend  the  nearest  public 
elementaiy  school.  In  regard  to  (1)  district  and  separate  schools 
there  are  some  interesting  exhibits — e.g.  the  Annual  Reports  of  the 
Marson  Green  Cottage  Homes  (No.  113),  the  Scheme  for  Isolated 
Homes  in  the  Sheffield  Union  (No.  117);  and  the  Shoreditch  Board  of 
Guardians  send  ten  plans  of  their  cottage  homes  at  Hornchurch. 
These  may  be  said  to  represent  this  kind  of  institution  in  its  com- 
pletest  form.  (2)  Of  training-ships,  the  ‘ Exmouth  ’ may  be  taken  as 
an  illustration  (No.  91). 

Of  Shoeblack  Brigades,  Nos.  330  and  332  are  fair  samples. 

4. — Correctional  Institutions. 

For  a statement  respecting  reformatory,  industrial,  truant,  and 
day  industrial  schools,  Chart  No.  II.  should  be  consulted,  together 
with  the  Reports  of  the  Inspectors  for  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
(No.  218).  As  to  the  several  functions  of  these  schools,  see  Intro- 
duction No.  160,  p.  lxxxix.  The  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission, 
1883,  gives  much  detailed  information.  The  Reformatory  and  Refuge 
Union  associates  together  a number  of  homes  of  this  class  (see  No.  210). 
As  to  Truant  School,  see  the  exhibit  of  the  School  Board  for  London 
(see  also  Nos.  230  and  231). 

5. — The  Training  and  Care  of  Girls  and  Young  Women. 

For  the  care  of  girls  there  are  many  societies.  The  Metropolitan 
Association  for  Befriending  Young  Servants  befriends  them  on  their 
leaving  the  London  Poor  Law  district  or  separate  schools ; it  has 
also  registers  for  local  girls  who  want  places,  and  looks  after  them 
(No.  257).  ‘The  Girls’  Friendly’  (No.  275)  does  similar  work  for 
girls  in  service.  Cf.  274  as  to  Birmingham. 

For  training  girls  for  service  there  are  many  homes.  Cf.  the 
Industrial  Home  (Trewint)  (No.  81),  the  St.  Peter’s  Orphanage 
Convalescent  Home  (No.  336),  the  Prevention  Branch  of  the  Bristol 
Female  Mission  (No.  370),  and  the  Laundry  Training  Homes  of 
the  Metropolitan  Association  for  Befriending  Young  Servants  ( see 
No.  257).  [This  and  some  other  societies  in  Division  G would  more 
fittingly  come  here.] 

For  the  religious  and  social  welfare  of  girls  there  is  the  Young 
Women’s  Institute  Union  and  Christian  Association,  which  com- 
prises a very  large  number  of  ‘ institutes  ’ (No.  328).  There  is  also 
a Factory  Helpers’  Union  (No.  328),  and  a Union  of  Ladies’  Asso- 
ciations for  the  Care  of  Friendless  Girls  (No.  207). 

There  is  also  the  Travellers’  Aid  Society  (No.  329),  for  meeting 
girls  at  railway  stations,  and  otherwise  protecting  them  when  they 
come  up  from  the  country  in  search  of  employment. 
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For  the  protection  of  women  and  other  purposes  is  the  National 
Vigilance  Association  (No.  263),  and  there  are  societies  for  the  pro- 
tection of  women  and  children  (cf.  No.  264).

NOTES. 

1. — Poor  Law  Relief. 

Particulars  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  poor  relief  in 
England  and  Wales,  Scotland  and  Ireland,  will  be  found  in  the 
Reports  of  the  several  Boards  of  Local  Government  or  Supervisions 
(Nos.  87,  88,  89,  and  90).  For  the  relief  of  the  poor  the  country 
is  divided  into  districts,  consisting  of  parishes  or  unions  of  parishes. 
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In  each  of  these  is  a Board  of  Guardians  elected  annually,  or 
sometimes  triennially.  Justices  of  the  Peace  resident  in  the  Union 
are  ex-officio  members  of  their  Board.  In  London  there  are  also 
some  Guardians  nominated  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  For 
particulars  in  regard  to  the  election  and  qualification  of  Guardians, 
see  Dr.  Aschrott’s  Work  (No.  104,  and  Introduction,  No.  160). 

For  the  supervision  of  Poor  Law  relief  in  England  and  Wales 
there  is  the  Local  Government  Board.  That  Board  is  concerned 
with  much  besides  poor  relief.  It  reports  on  the  enforcement 
of  many  public  acts  by  County  Councils  and  other  local  authorities, 
upon  the  work  of  local  sanitary  authorities,  water  supply,  adultera- 
tion of  food,  and  local  taxation  and  valuation.  It  consists  of 
the  President  and  (nominally)  of  nine  other  members  of  the 
Government.  Besides  other  principal  officers,  it  employs  for  the 
supervision  of  poor  relief  and  other  purposes — a chief  general 
inspector  and  secretary,  fourteen  general  and  three  assistant 
general  inspectors.  There  is  also  a lady  inspector  of  boarded-out 
children.  The  inspectors  have  power  to  hold  inquiries,  and  to 
examine  witnesses  on  oath.  The  Board  employ  also  thirty-seven 
district  auditors  to  audit  the  accounts  of  Poor  Law  Guardians. 

Poor  Law  relief  is  intended  for  the  destitute.  Poor  Law 
Guardians  have  for  the  purposes  of  relief,  workhouses,  sick  asylums, 
and  infirmaries,  schools,  and  casual  and  vagrant  wards.  They  can 
board-out  children,  and  also  grant  out-door  relief. 

The  tables,  Nos.  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI..  & V II . ( see  end  of  this  Intro- 
duction), show  very  clearly  the  change  in  the  administration  of  poor 
relief  which  has  taken  place  in  recent  years.  Two  tendencies  have 
prevailed — the  provision  of  very  suitable  and  carefully  planned 
buildings  for  infirmaries  and  workhouses,  and  the  limitation  of  out- 
door relief. 

Poor  relief  is  administered  according  to  certain  Acts  of  Parliament 
and  ‘ the  Orders  ’ of  the  Board.  There  are  special  rules  in  regard  to 
the  relief  of  the  able-bodied.  In  Scotland  (see  No.  351)  they  are  not 
entitled  to  relief.  There  are  also  special  Acts  for  the  relief  of  the 
vagrant  or  casual  poor.  In  the  matter  of  out  door  relief  the  Guardians 
have  a large  discretion.  Those  who  would  obtain  some  insight  into  the 
actual  administration  we  would  refer  to  the  Reports  of  Boards  of 
Guardians,  Nos.  107,  103  (Paddington),  120  (Whitechapel),  109,  110, 
111,  112,  114  (Birmingham),  115  (Liverpool),  116  (Sheffield),  118 
(Barton  Regis),  &c.  Nos.  340  to  347  contain  the  reports  of  some 
country  unions,  Reading,  Brixworth,  Biadfield,  &c.  In  No.  350 
(Mr.  Moorsom’s  report)  will  be  found  the  rules,  &c.,  of  the  Man- 
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Chester  Board  of  Guardians.  The  entries  on  page  641  as  to  Parish 
and  Poor  Law  affairs  in  No.  159  show  the  staff,  &c.,  of  a Board  of 
Poor  Law  Guardians. 

In  reference  to  Workhouses,  see  Nos.  93,  94,  &c.  Technically  the 
infirmary  is,  it  should  be  remembered,  a part  of  the  workhouse.  Its 
full  title  is  Workhouse  Infirmary. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Prison  Commissioners  ( see  Nos.  215,  216) 
will  he  found  a table  comparing  the  reduction  of  crime  with  the 
increase  of  indoor  relief  to  the  able-bodied  poor. 

The  plans  give  a very  good  idea  of  the  modern  workhouse  (cf. 
Glasgow,  Wandsworth  and  Clapham,  Camberwell  and  Lambeth)  in 
large  centres  of  population. 

The  casual  and  vagrant  poor  are  provided  for  in  casual  wards 
(see  plans  : Wandsworth  and  Clapham  Union  Workhouses). 

The  volumes  of  Reports  of  Poor  Law  Conferences,  furnished 
by  Messrs.  Knight  & Co.,  London  (Nos.  353,  354,  355),  contain 
discussions  on  many  of  the  moot  points  of  the  day. 

2.  — Endowed  Charities. 

Besides  Poor  Law  Relief  there  are  endowed  Charities  and 
Voluntary  Charities. 

The  general  control  of  endowed  charities  in  England  and  Wales 
is  vested  in  the  Charity  Commissioners.  They  consist  of  a Chief 
Commissioner  and  three  other  Commissioners,  of  whom  one  is 
unpaid,  and  four  Assistant  Commissioners.  There  is  also  an 
Endowed  Schools  Department,  consisting  of  two  Commissioners  and 
six  Assistant  Commissioners.  They  exercise  their  control  (a)  by 
holding  local  inquiries,  (6)  by  making  new  schemes  for  the  manage- 
ment and  application  of  the  funds,  (c)  by  holding  the  property  of  the 
charity  in  trust  as  ‘ official  trustees,’  (d)  by  requiring  the  transmission 
of  annual  accounts. 

The  specific  control  is  vested  in  trustees,  who,  in  the  case  of  en- 
dowments held  ( e.y .)  by  vestries,  act  usually  through  special  trustees, 
administrators,  or  distributors,  or  in  other  instances  are  appointed  or 
elected  under  the  instrument  of  foundation  or  the  scheme  of  the 
Charity  Commissioners. 

There  is  no  return  showing  the  amount  of  the  income  of  Endowed 
Charities  at  the  present  time.  A Digest  of  these  charities  was  com- 
piled in  the  years  1861-1876.  It  contains  the  following  summary 
of  totals,  but  since  that  time  the  income  of  many  endowed  charities 
has  increased  : — 


OBJECTS  OF  FOUNDATION,  OR  PURPOSES  TO  WHICH  THE  INCOME  IS  APPLICABLE 
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No.  359  contains  a few  sample  schemes  of  the  Charity  Commis- 
sioners. These  show  how  old  endowments  are  recast.  Cf.,  for 
instance,  the  Fulham  and  Hammersmith  Charities,  the  Chester 
Charities,  Christ’s  Hospital,  &c.  Nos.  357-358  are  their  last 
Annual  Reports.  Some  idea  of  the  character  and  administration  of 
these  charities  may  be  gained  from  pp.  641-762  of  No.  159 — Local 
Endowed  Charities.  Nos.  140  and  141  are  instances  of  old 
endowed  charities. 

3 . — Voluntary  Char ities. 

The  general  control  of  Voluntary  Charities  is  not  vested  in  any 
public  authority.  The  specific  control  is  vested  in  committees  of 
management  appointed  according  to  the  rules  of  the  particular 
charity  by  the  members  or  governors  of  such  charities. 

The  Reports  Nos.  270,  271,  273  throw  light  on  parochial  work  in 
East  and  West  London;  and  267,  268,  and  272  give  information  in 
regard  to  the  charitable  work  of  Missions. 

With  regard  to  the  Charity  Organisation  Societies  in  Great  Britain, 
the  Annual  Reports  of  the  London  Society,  1885-92  (No.  161),  the 
volume  of  Annual  Reports  of  Charity  Organisation  Societies  (No.  366), 
and  the  Register  of  Charity  Organisation  Societies  (No.  1721,  give 
information.  A sketch  of  the  ‘ Charity  Organisation  movement  ’ will  be 
found  in  the  volume  bearing  that  title  (No.  164) ; and  various  papers 
which  throw  light  on  the  daily  work  and  aims  of  the  Society 
will  be  found  in  vols.  195  to  198,  and  162  to  164.  Table  No.  VIII. 
shows  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  London  Society  annually 
since  1876.  Mendicity  societies  preceded  charity  organisation  societies 
( see  No.  261,  the  Report  of  the  Mendicity  Society). 

For  information  as  to  other  Societies,  see  the  Metropolitan 
Visiting  and  Relief  Association  (No.  139) ; the  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  Distress  (No.  135) ; the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  (No.  364) ; 
the  Jewish  Board  of  Guardians  (No. 138).  The  Scottish  Corporation 
(Nos.  151  and  152)  and  the  ‘ Hospital  for  Poor  French  Protestants 
and  their  Descendants  ’ are  examples  of  old-established  and  interesting 
relief  societies.  Of  ‘ Mission  ’ Societies,  the  reports  are  included  of 
the  Bedford  Institute  (129);  the  London  Domestic  Mission  (121); 
and  the  London  Bible  and  Domestic  Mission  (133). 

For  the  Care  of  the  Aged  are  Benevolent  Societies  such  as  157 
and  142 ; Homes  or  Pensions  for  the  Aged  Poor,  such  as  149  and 

153,  which  represent  the  more  recent  efforts  in  this  direction,  and 

154,  which  is  of  older  date.  See  also  reports  of  Morden  College 
(No.  360),  and  the  Charterhouse  (Nos.  367,  368,  360a).  With 
regard  to  the  latter,  Canon  Elwyn,  the  Master,  has  kindly  furnished 
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an  account  (No.  360a).  As  to  Naval  Pensioners,  there  is  the  Report 
of  Greenwich  Hospital  (No.  156), and  for  Soldiers’  Widows  (No.  148). 
The  question  of  provision  for  the  aged  is  discussed  in  165  and  in  166 
— a Report  on  the  existing  opportunities  of  Working-class  Thrift. 
See  also  the  Poor  Law  Conferences.  For  the  large  number  of  Homes 
and  Societies  in  this  section  reference  should  be  made  also  to  the 
Charities  Register,  No.  159. 

In  regard  to  the  Homeless  Poor,  see  especially  Nos.  123,  124, 
125,  and  126.  The  Reports  of  a Home  for  Asiatics  (No.  130)  and 
of  a Home  for  Sailors  (No.  363)  show  the  provision  made  for 
special  classes.  Cf.  171  and  173,  as  to  Night  Refuges  and  on  the 
Homeless  Poor.  As  to  the  endeavour  to  deal  with  these  cases 
more  thoroughly,  cf.  No.  362,  the  Report  of  the  Church  Army. 

Notes  of  many  Food  Charities  will  be  found  in  the  Register  (No. 
159).  Cf.  168,  184,  and  185,  and  Charity  and  Food  (No.  169).
